CIVIL PROCEEDINGS

" PERMANENT INJUNCTIONS AND ORDERS OF DISGORGEMENT ENTERED
AGAINST DAVID FISHMAN AND NACHUM FISHMAN

The New York Regional Office announced that on Pebruary 16 U.S. District Court Judge
Richard Owen, Southern District of New York, entered Final Judgments of Permanent
Injunction and Orders of Disgorgement againsgst Nachum Fishman and David Fishman of
Brooklyn, New York. Both, without admitting or denying the allegtions of the Com-
plaint, consented to Final Judgments which permanently enjoin them from violating the
antifraud provisions of the securities laws. N. Fishman was ordered to disgorge
$32,959 in profits from six securities transactions alleged in the complaint, plus
interest of $8,958, for a total disgorgement of $41,917. D. Fishman was ordered to
disgorge $27,624 in profits, plus interest of $7,694, for a total disgorgement of
$32,318. The trading in question occurred prior to passage of the Insider Trading
sanctions Act in August 1984,



The Complaint alleges that the Fishmans, along with six of the co-defendants, pur-
chased the securities in several public companies while in possession of material,
non-public information received from co-defendant Samuel Aksler. Aksler allegedly
j3ained the ‘nformation in the course of his employment at the New York law firm of
Skadden, Arps, Slate, Meagher & Flom.

The Commission's civil action against the remaining defendants continues. (SEC v.
Samuel Aksler, et al., 86 Civil 9811, SDNY, RO). (LR-11677)
